The  United  Nations  consists  of  two  main  bodies,  the  Security  Council  and  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly. 

The  Security  Council  is  made  up  of  the  n  ve  Great  Powers  and  six  smaller  nations. 
The  five  Powers  are,  as  you  probably  know,  - 

The  U.S.A. 
U .3 .3 .R . 
Great  Britain 
France 

N ATI onal I st  Ch I na 
The  six  smaller  nations  are  there  on  a  temporary  basis  and  do  not  have  as  much  say  as 
the  permanent  members.  This  is  because  if  one  of  the  Powers  voTee  a  measure,  that  is 
to  say  votes  against  it,  that  measure  cannot  be  passed.  Both  the  U.S.A.  and  U.3.S.R. 
made  it  clear  that  unless  this  rule  was  adopted  they  would  not  join,  and  the  security 
Council  would  not  be  much  good  missing  the  two  most  powerful  countries  in  the  world. 

The  General  Assembly  is  much  larger,  with  every  nation  represented  at  the  U.N. 
INCLU»E».   It  is  called  together  only  when  very  important  matters  are  to  be  discussed. 
Every  nation  has  an  equal  vote  although  some  people  think  countries  with  a  greater  po- 
pulation should  have  a  correspondingly  greater  voice. 

One  of  the  problems  facing  such  an  organization  as  this  is  the  variety  of  langua- 
ges spoken.   Very  few  men  ever  learn  more  than  hald-a-dozen  languages  well  and  cer- 
tainly eighty  is  out  of  the  question.   So  interpreters  have  to  be  used.   They  whisper 
A  translation  into  microphones  and  all  the  listener  has  to  do  is  pick  up  the  right 
pair  of  headphones  i 

Two  other  sections  of  the  U.N.  are  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Atomic  Commission. 
The  former  is  composed  of  I5  judges  who  are  EHrrco  for  nine  year  terms.   In  this 
Court  International  Cases  are  judged.   One  such  case  was  when  Venezuela  and  Equador

The  Atomic  Commission  consists  of  the  Five  Great  Powers  and  Canada.   The  main  use 

OF  THIS  body  is  TO  FIND  FURTHER  SERVICES  FOR  THE  ATOM,  OTHER  THAN  NUCLEAR  WEAPONS. 

Thus  the  United  Mations  does  invaluable  work,  trying  to  prevent  a  disastrous  third 
World  War  and  to  make  a  better  future  for  the  world. 


RARE  STAMPS 
On  February  26th  1920  Ross  Sviith  completed  a  flight  from  Hounslow  England  to  Mel- 
bourne, Australia.   To  celebrate  this  event  the  Australian  post  office  prepared  a  spe- 
cial stamp.   This  unusual  stamp,  blue  In  color  with  no  set  dsnomination  showing  maps 
OF  England  and  Australia  and  Smith's  plane  inscribed  with  the  words  -  First  Aerial  Post- 

The  Scott  Catalogue  although  officially 
recognized  does  not  list  this  stamp  because 
no  value  was  expressed  and  because  of  the
